RUSSIA'S REPLY 


Is Awaited by Japan—Feeling Among 


Mikado's People is For War. 


Tokio, Jan. IS—All ready for what- 


ever may happen, Japan is awaiting 


That the replyvfill be satisfactory no- 
body believes and that Japan will at 
once take such action as is necessary 
to preserve her interests is the gener- 
ally accepted opinion. Outside of the 
ministry the feeling is practically uni- 
versal in fav6r of war. The Japanese 
hate the Russian? with, a bitterness al- 
most inconceivable. They regard Rus- 
sia as a highway robber who took 
Manchuria after Japan had fairly won 
it at the sword's point pud who would 
take Korea, which Japan regards as 
fairly her own. 


It is firmly believed that Japan Is 


now in position to fight Russia 7/ith a 
fair chance for success and so take 
back her own. 


Since the Chinese war this has been 


the one idea cf Japanese soldiers and 
they are convinced the time for action 
has come. There "has been no little 
chafing over the progress of negotia- 
tions, and should, as is anticipated, the 
Russian reply be a refusal to grant tne 
demands or an evasion, it is not be- 
lieved the government will be able to 
resist the war spirit even if it has the 
desire, now that Japan, has nothing to 
gain by waiting. 


An evidence of the spirit which actu- 


ates the Japanese people is found in 
the voluntary offer of bankers, mer- 
chants and rich men generally to place 
at the disposal of the government all 
T,he money they can gel together. In 
case it is needed, nearly very dollar 
in the empire is at the disposal of the 
government with which to fight Rus- 
sia. Russia's answer is expected the 
latter part of this week or the first 
part of next.

NEW SCHEME 


For Peace Proposes Neutralization of 


Korea and China. 


London, Jan. 18 — It is reputed that a 


new plan is under discussion for bring- 
ing about peace in the far east and it 
is said to have originated in the "United 
States. In brief it is to have the Pow- 
ers, including Japan and Russia, agree 
upon the complete neutralization of 
Korea and China in. practically 
the 


same way the Balkan states or Bel- 


~ aM^Denffiark axe neu- 


tralized. Whether this plan has re- 
ceived any official recognition or not. 
or whether it has been, brought to the 
attention of Japan, or Russia is not 
known. A well known, member of the 
diplomatic corps, in speaking or the 
matter said: 


"It is doubtful if either Russia or Ja- 


pan would consent to such a plan. 
Russia, I am sure, would never con- 
sent so far as Zilanehuria is concerned 
though, it is barely possible that an 
agreement on ithose lines concerning 
Korea might be brought about." 


England is watching keenly for de-u 


velopments at Constantinople. Despite 
the official assurances given that Rus- 
sia is not contemplating a violation of 
the agreement closing the Dardanelles 
to war vessels, the belief still obtains 
that she has just this move in contem- 
plation, provided it can be accom 
plished without bringing too great a 
storm about her ears. 


That England will put her veto on

jacking up of the veto with warships, 
_s regarded as probable. If the Brit- 
ish government makes It plain in St. 
Petersburg that this is her position. 
the Black Sea fleet will remain bottles 
up.

Wheeling, W- "Va., Jan. 18—In one o 


the most disastrous fires ever exper- 
ienced in this city, an entire block in 
the heart of the city's business distrie 
was last night in one hour, reduced to 
ruins, entailing a loss of nearly $200, 


000. 
The fire originated in the boiler 


rooms of the "Wheeling Daily News 
and spread rapidly, entirely consuming 
the newspaper plant, a wholesale li- 
quor house, owned by Shaler & Drle- 
horst, and the extensive plant of the 
Locke Bros. Shoe company. 


The fire spread with such rapidity 


that the employes of the News had no 
chance to escape by the stairways ana 
the night editor, Allen Smith and his 
assistant, R. M. Archer, were com- 
pelled to jump from the second story 
window into the steets, escaping witb- 
slightrmjuries. A few moments after- 
wards the six story walls collapsed. 


A hot box on the engine was the 


cause of the fire. The proprietors of 
the News carried but little Insurance, 
but the rest of the sufferers are well 
covered.

They are educated to entertain as 
conversationists, mimics, actresses and 
musicians. Dancing in Japan is al- 
ways done by hired girls, and courtship 
is done by proxy. A

of impropriety^ but seminakedness and 
promiscuous bathing among men, wo- 
men and children counts for nothing. 
It is "only within recent years that a 
law forces every man to wear a loin 
cloth. The toiler in the field and the 
fisher on the sea seem to find it a su- 
perfluous garment.

The house was dark but he heard a 
noise in the rear, so he went to the 
1-ack door, which easily opened, and 
be foun-i himself in the kitchen face 
to face with Good. 


Officer Callan approached him 
at 


the time remarking "What have you
